‘What proud positions for a father and son, were last 
evening filled by Lords Derby and Stanley, simultaneously 
moving, the one in the Patrician hereditary Senate, the 
other in the popular representative assembly of the 
greatest nation of the earth, that nation’s solemn thanks to 
her councillors and heroes for the preservation to her of 
an empire-province, whose sway might in itself have sa- 
tisfied the ambition of some of earth’s mightiest con- 
querors ! The occasion was indeed a glorious one ; for the 
suppression of that Indian Mutiny has no historic par- 
allel. A century hence the student who reads the glow- 
ing page in which some Macaulay of his time will 
describe the scene, will have presented to his mind’s eye 
the two chambers thronged with their respective mem- 
bers, and crowded to the ceiling with excited auditors, 
listening with breathless attention to the eloquent pe- 
riods in which the services were narrated and their 
recompense announced. He will imagine all London 
sharing in the enthusiasm which those stirring sentences 
enkindled within the walls of Parliament, and will lament 
that it was not his lot to witness so magnificent a 


How different from the picture presented to his ima- 
gination was the reality of yesterday ! Not that the two 
men on whom devolved the duty of the panygyric were 
unworthy of the occasion. Lord Derby performed the 
grateful task assigned to him in a manner worthy of his 
reputation; and Lord Stanley (if it must be admitted 
that, in oratory, he follows his noble father “haud pas- 
sibus equis”), unquestionably did justice to the mighty 
theme. But, with the members of the House of Com- 
mons already scattered over the three kingdoms, in- 
tent only on electioneering schemes, by which, once 
again, (t0 secure the “aweet voices” of coy and 
hesitating constituents, and amid a deluge of rain 
which might have cooled down the ardour of the most 
fervid, the proceedings of the two branches of the Legis- 
lature passed off very differently from what one not pre- 
sent might imagine—giving another illustration of the 
difficulties of historic pictures, and showing that we 
must not rely too implicitly on the highly-finished 
tableaux of Mr. G. P. R. James, or even those of the 
distinguished Secretary for the Colonies. 

As to the elogiums and the rewards, the country will 
judge of them. Lord Canning had a tardy tribute paid 
to his exertions in a crisis of unexampled difficulty 
and danger ; and most of the other prominent 
actors will, probably, be considered fairly usedj— 
with one exception. It will, I think, cause dissa- 
tisfaction that the man, but for whom no human 
power could have preserved India, who converted our 
sternest enemies there into our most valuable soldiers, 
and who, as Lord Stanley said, “ notwithstanding 
failing health and medical warnings, with a constitution 
broken by thirty years of Indian toil, but with an energy 
and devotion which nothing could shake, has remain- 
ed at his post, organising new levies, pouring them down 
upon the plains, watching at once the turbulent popula- 
tion he had to control, and the even more turbulent 
population beyond the Affghan frontier; and from 
first to last throughout these transactions, has rendered 
that province—which was regarded as the greatest dan- 
ger of India—a source of security and strength to the 
British Empire’ This man remains Sir John 
Lawrence still. Undoubtedly, honours and rewards do 
not seem to be distributed with equal hand while such 
things are. 

I must not, however, run too long on this theme. The 
Ministerial explanations, regarding foreign affairs, you 
observe, are again put off till Monday. It will then be 
seen whether the Government have any justification for 
the delays in furnishing them, as regards which, I must 
say, the general feeling is not in their favour at present. 
All is, of course, entirely speculative, so far as relates 
to the elections. I have means of knowing what the 
estimates at both sides are, and I shall be somewhat sur- 
prised if the Government gain any great accession of 
strength. The party in office always have advantages 
in a general election, as certain seats are always at their 
command ; but if,on the whole, they secure twelve votes 
on a division, I suspect it will prove the outside. 
Whatever the Radical press here may say, you may 
rest assured that the course taken in the Ballot discus- 
sion by Lord Palmerston has given more satisfaction, 
generally, in this country, than Lord John Russell's. 
The seeming disposition of the latter to give way, with- 
out any declaration of a real change of opinion on the 
merits of the question, is not liked. 

One hears such various and contradictory election 
rumours here, that it is hard, even where the authority 
seems unexceptionable, to know what to rely on. Amongst 
the statements current, one which I think is reliable is 
that your countryman, Lord Fermoy, will try his chance 
in the coming contests.

LORD STANLEY’S POLICY. 
(From the Saturday Review. ) 

The Indian difficulty grows at a fearful pace. A few 
weeks have only passed since Lord Stanley announced 
the necessity of raising £7,000,000 in the don mar- 
ket, and stated his belief that that sum would be suffi- 
cient to provide for the principal demands of the coming 
year. Before the bill has had time to go through the 
parliamentary forms, we are told on the highest autho- 
rity that the projected loan must be raised to £12,000,000, 
and that even then the claims for compensation will re- 
main to be met from some resources which are not yet 
apparent. Lord Stanley has promised to make an 
amended financial statement on the earliest opportu- 
nity, and he will then have an opportunity of explain- 
ing how it has happened that he was in error to so large 
an amount as £5,000,000 in his original calculations. 

The despatches recently received from India contain no 
information which might not have been at the 
time when Lord Stanley determined to limit his demands 
to £7,000,000. That estimate was, in fact, made to pro- 
vide for the wants of the Home Treas alone, and it 
was assumed that the Government in India would be 
able to cover its own disbursements by resources to be 
obtained at Calcutta. Anything more groundless than 
such an expectation can scarcely be imagined. Lord 
Canning calculates on an increase in the ordinary re- 


venue of £800,000, and a decrease in military charges of 
£2,000,000 ; but even after allowing for this amount of 


improvement, he finds that, in order to a what has 
been considered a proper cash balance, it will be neces- 
sary to raise, for the expenses of India alone, no less 
than £11,000,000, before the 30th of April, 1860. It is 
possible that the Government may be carried on with a 
smaller cash balance than Lord Canning has assumed to 
be requisite ; and if Lord Ellenborough’s calculation 
may be relied on, the wants of the Indian Treasury ma 
be reduced in this way by at least £1,000,000. Sti 
there will remain a void of more than £10,000,000, in 
addition to the home deficiency for which the £7,000,000 
loan has been proposed.

SECRET SOCIETIES—IMPORTANT ARREST.

Betrast, Tuurspay Evenine.—This evening, 
between four and five o'clock, the constabu- 
lary having received information that Henry D’Alton, 
alias Tighe, the person who gave the information 
which led to the arrests on the 12th December last, and 
for whose apprehension a reward was offered, had re- 
turned to Belfast, a party proceeded to his father’s resi- 
dence, 19, Eliza-street. They found the door securely 
bolted, but gained admittance by the next house into the 
yard, and succeeded in arresting D’Alton after a despe- 
rate struggle. He was found covered with straw in a 
pig-sty, and was armed with a pitchfork, with which he 
endeavoured to strike one of the officers of justice. Af- 
ter having been handcuffed, he was brought to the po- 
lice-office, whence he will be conveyed to the county 
gaol. The arrest of this man is considered of the utmost 
importance by the authorities.

Loss or Five Wuatine Sarrs IN tur Ice.—A 
telegraphic despatch from Peterhead announces the 
arrival at that port of the whaling-ship Narwal Deuchars, 
from Greenland, which reports the total loss of five 
ships, twoof them steamers, while employed in the 
fisheries in the Arctic seas. They were the Empress of 
India, an iron auxiliary screw steamer, launched at New- 
castle in the early part of the year ; the Volunteer, 
another screw steam-ship, belonging to the Tyne ; the 
barques Albert of Peterhead and the Milenca of Frazer- 
burgh, and a third barque, name unknown. It is sup- 
posed that they were crushed inthe ice. It is presumed 
the crews were saved, as the Narwal Deuchars is stated 
to have thirty-six of the crew of the Empress of India 
on board.
